To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
New  Quay  Urban  District  Council 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

A serious  problem  to  public  health  may  be  arising  through  the  use 
of  antibiotics,  both  in  treatment  of  people  and  in  intensive  farming, 
where  these  drugs  are  used  for  growth  promotion.  Many  organisms  which 
could  infect  both  animals  and  man  are  becoming  resistant  to  these  anti- 
biotics. This  in  itself  is  a big  problem  but  the  acquired  resistance  is 
being  passed  on  to  other  organisms 5 at  any  time,  these  resistant  organisms 
may  cause  human  disease  and  would  be  very  difficult  to  treat.  General 
practitioners  and  veterinary  surgeons  are  aware  of  the  problem,  but  the 
use  of  antibiotics  in  intensive  stock  breeding  should  be  subject  to  much 
more  stringent  control.  Animals  and  products  which  have  been  treated  with 
antibiotics  should  not  be  used  as  food  supplies  until  all  trace  of  the 
antibiotic  has  disappeared  or  a known  length  of  time  has  passed  since 
ending  treatment.  A survey  carried  out  in  another  part  of  the  country 
showed  that  penicillin  was  present  in  11%  of  milk  samples  tested.  The 
penicillin  was  used  for  cattle  mastitis  but  there  would  have  been  none  in 
milk  after  a few  days  interval. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  Monitoring  Report  gives  results  of  the 
amount  of  strontium- 90  in  human  bone.  In  children,  the  average  levels  for 
the  first  half  of  1964  were  approximately  twice  as  high  as  during  the 
corresponding  months  of  1963.  These  increases  were  due  to  the  large  scale 
atmospheric  nuclear  tests  held  in  1961  and  1962.  The  levels  are,  however, 
well  below  the  "maximum  permissible".  For  the  collection  of  samples, 
special  attention  is  continued  to  be  given  to  the  area  of  the  country 
where  rainfall  is  about  average  and  radio-active  fallout  is  thus  likely 
to  be  relatively  high. 

The  total  population  living  within  the  area  still  remains  below 
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1,000  and  the  birth  and  death  rates  show  little  variation  for  the  last 
three  years.  There  was  no  serious  infectious  disease  notified  and  only 
three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Considering  the  large  influx  of  visitors  during  the  Summer  season, 
this  absence  of  infectious  disease  is  at  least  noteworthy. 

A detailed  report,  including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  work  done  during 
the  year  1964, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Cardiganshire  Water  Board.  The  supply  of  water  was 
plentiful  throughout  the  year  and  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Chemical  samples  taken  in  the  past  and  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Carmarthen  showed  the  water  to  be  of  good  quality  and  suitable  for 
drinking  and  all  domestic  purposes. 

The  whole  of  the  district  comprising  of  approximately  468  dwelling 
houses  and  a population  of  920  is  supplied  from  the  mains. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Except  for  minor  blockages  the  sewerage  system  has  functioned  trouble 
free  throughout  the  year.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  a settling  tank 
on  the  Dolau  Beach  and  the  resultant  effluent  is  discharged  to  the  sea. 

The  septic  tank  was  designed  to  serve  New  Quay  with  a population  of 
approximately  1,000.  For  such  a population  the  tank  functions  properly 
but  during  the  summer  months,  with  the  influx  of  visitors,  the  tank  is 
grossly  overloaded.  Due  to  the  inadequate  treatment  which  inevitably 
arises  the  Council,  through  the  good  offices  of  the  Lancashire  & Western 
Sea  Fisheries  Joint  Committee,  made  a survey  to  determine  the  amount  of 
sewage  pollution,  if  any,  there  was  in  the  bay. 

The  first  survey,  which  consisted  of  taking  chemical  samples  of  sea 
water  taken  at  various  points  in  the  bay,  was  carried  out  on  the  28th 
and  29th  August,  1962  by  Mr.  J.E.  Croft,  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Fisheries 
Committee.  The  result  of  this  survey  was  fully  reported  in  the  annual 
report  for  1962. 

A further  survey  was  carried  out  on  the  2nd  and  3rd  July,  1963,  but 
on  this  occasion,  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  in  addition  to  the 
chemical  samples.  This  survey  was  made  in  conjunction  with  the  first  one 
of  1962  and  the  same  sampling  points  used. 

The  second  survey  corroborates  that  pollution  exists  in  the  bay  but 
that  it  does  not  enter  the  bay  proper.

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From  the  very  limited  data  available 9 it  would  appear  that  on  the 
flowing  tide*  the  sewage  receives  sufficient  dilution  that  it  does  not 
enter  the  bay  proper,,  This  conclusion  however  must  be  treated  with 
extreme  caution  as  the  survey  was  conducted  during  calm  weather  and  in 
summer  conditions  when  the  bacteria  die  off  more  rapidly  than  under 
winter  conditions.  Different  wind  directions  might  give  a completely 
different  state  of  affairs  and  for  these  reasons.,  it  has  been  decided 
to  continue  bacteriological  sampling  under  varying  climatic  conditions. 

A further  survey  carried  out  during  1964  showed  that  any  pollution 
on  the  beaches  of  New  Quay5  is  not  derived  from  the  town's  sea  outfall.

PU3LIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  employees  and  this 
service  covers  the  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Urban  District.  Collection 
is  carried  out  weekly  during  the  winter  months  and  twice  weekly  during 
the  summer  season. 

Refuse  disposal  takes  place  at  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Council's 
refuse  tip  at  Rhydeinion9  which  is  four  to  five  miles  from  New  Quay. 

The  covering  and  control  of  the  tip  is  carried  out  by  the  Rural  District 
Council.  This  tip  is  rapidly  filling  up  and  an  alternative  site  will 
soon  have  to  be  found. 

It  is  still  the  practice  of  a number  of  householders  to  use  a various 
assortment  of  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  refuse.  The  use  of  the 
standard  dustbin  with  a close  fitting  lid  is  very  much  desired. 

A circular  has  been  sent  to  all  ratepayers  to  the  effect  that  the 
Council  requires  them  to  provide  suitable  and  sufficient  dustbins  and  that, 
in  defaultj  the  Council  will  use  its  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936 ? to  provide  dustbins  and  charge  for  them. 

LITTER 

Litter  in  the  district  is  a problem  which  will  have  to  be  tackled 
swiftly  and  seriously.  It  is  rather  surprising  that  people  just  don't 
seem  to  appreciate  that  glass 9 etc.  lefts  particularly  on  the  beach3  can 
and  frequently  does  cause  serious  injuries. 

I feel  that  we  should  do  far  more  to  try  and  make  them  "litter 
conscious"  and  should  also  play  our  part  by  providing  ample  litter  bins.

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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

All  types  of  premises  were  visited  and  where  necessary  advice  and 
poison  baiting  was  carried  out.

All  the  caravan  sites  are  well  maintained  and  are  proving  to  be  a 
very  popular  mode  of  holiday  making.  Two  of  the  sites  are  self  contained 
in  as  much  that  shops  and  licensed  clubs  are  available  to  the  occupiers  of 
the  sites. 

The  caravan  population  at  the  height  of  the  season  is  approximately 
1900  but  taking  into  account  sites  which  are  within  a mile  radius  of  New 
Quay,  provision  is  made  for  approximately  another  500  caravan  pitches  which 
gives  a grand  total  population  of  around  4,000.  New  Quay  is  the  main 
attraction  for  all  these  people  and  consequently  all  the  services  are 
extended  to  their  utmost  capacity. 

I would  like  the  Council  to  include  as  a condition  of  site  licence 
that  each  caravan  be  provided  with  a fire  extinguisher  to  the  appropriate 
B.S.S.  The  sooner  a fire  is  tackled  the  better  and  because  of  the  nature 
of  their  construction,  this  applies  perhaps  more  so  in  the  case  of  caravans. 

In  my  opinion,  the  provision  of  a fire  extinguisher  in  every  caravan 
and  not  just  those  located  on  permanent  sites,  is  absolutely  essential.

These  are  all  situated  on  an  estate  at  "Cylch-y-Llan"  and  on 
the  whole  are  in  a highly  satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness. 

The  tenants  of  the  Old  People's  Bungalows  are,  on  the  whole, 
quite  pleased  with  their  new  homes.  However,  I am  given  to  understand 
that  owing  to  the  size  of  the  rooms,  the  minimum  of  which  was  stipulated 
by  the  Ministry,  the  tenants  have  great  difficulty  in  keeping  them  warm 
during  winter.  This  is  disappointing  and  it  is  in  no  way  the  fault  of 
the  tenants,  the  contractors  or  the  Council. 

It  is  also  surprising  to  find  that  the  bungalows  we re  not  equipped 
with  latter  boxes. 

In  my  opinion,  the  glass  external  doors,  which  have  been  fitted, 
are  particularly  unsuitable  for  this  type  of  dwelling  owing  to  the 
possibility  of  accidents  involving  them.  It  is  hoped  that  this  sort 
of  thing  will  not  occur  in  any  houses,  etc.  that  the  Council  will  build 
in  the  future.

A great  deal  of  time  is  unvariably  wasted  by  many  people,  owing  to 
the  practice  of  quoting  the  name  of  a house  only,  in  messages  etc. 

This  practice  appears  to  be  quite  fashionable  these  days;  however,  the 
public  should  be  made  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  an  emergency  this  could 
prove  to  be  dangerous  - even  fatal. 

'Where  appropriate,  the  number  of  the  house  and  street  name  should 
always  be  quoted  in  addition  to  the  name  of  the  house.
